A PROTEST 

Because the La Verne Church of the Brethren has invited Kirby Page to deliver 
a series of Lectures in the Church, and after a protest being made both in 
writing and by the appearance of a committee in person the Church Ministerial 
Committee decided to proceed with the lectures. 


AN EXPLANATION 

This protest is not merely a protest 
against a man, but a protest against a 
system of teaching which we believe 
to be out of harmony with the Scrip¬ 
tures and of the original position of 
the Church of the Brethren. The con¬ 
troversy is between what is known as 
Fundamentalism and Modernism, two 
systems which can never be reconciled 
with each other. But in order that the 
Liberals may be satisfied with the dis¬ 
tinction that we make let us submit a 
definition which comes from their own 
ranks. 

FROM THE CHRISTIAN CENTURY 

In an editorial of January 3, 1924, 
it said: 

“Christianity according to Funda¬ 
mentalism is one religion. Christianity 
according to Modernism is another re¬ 
ligion. Which is the true religion is the 
question that is to be settled in all 
probability by our generation for fu¬ 
ture generations.” 

“There is a clash here as profound 
and as grim as between Christianity 
and Confucianism. Amiable words can¬ 
not hide the differences. ‘Blest be the 
tie’ may be sung till doomsday but it 
cannot bind these worlds together. 

“The God of the fundamentalist is 
one God; the God of the modernist is 
another. The Christ of the fundamen¬ 
talist is one Christ; the Christ of Mod¬ 
ernism is another. The Bible of Fun¬ 
damentalism is one Bible; the Bible of 
Modernism is another. The church, the 
kingdom, the salvation, the consumma¬ 
tion of all things—these are one thing 
to fundamentalists and another thing 
to modernists. 

“Which God is the Christian God, 
which Christ is the Christian Christ, 
which Bible is the Christian Bible, 
which church, which kingdom, which 
salvation, which consummation are the 
Christian church, the Christian king¬ 
dom, the Christian salvation, the 
Christian consummation? The future 
will tell.” 

If a fundamentalist had given this 


definition of the case it would have 
been laughed out of court, but here it 
is from the mouthiece of Modernism 
both when it was written in 1924 and 
equally so in 1945. 

OUR CONTENTION 

That because these two groups are 
mutually exclusive, that it is not right 
to have representatives of Modernism 
brought into what are at least suppos¬ 
edly Fundamental pulpits! 

Kirby Page is well known to repres¬ 
ent the Liberal or Modernistic group, 
and it shall be the purpose of this treat¬ 
ise to show that he does clearly rep¬ 
resent that group, and therefore does 
not represent those of us who still be¬ 
lieve in the Christianity, the God, the 
Christ, the Church, the Kingdom and 
the Consummation as set forth in the 
Bible which we believe IS THE WORD 
OF GOD. 

THE GOD OF KIRBY PAGE 

In his book LIVING PRAYERFUL¬ 
LY on page 40 he says that the Old 
Testament account of God's command 
for Israel to go out to battle was only 
Israel's thoughts in the matter. 

On page 35 he says of Israel, “Be¬ 
lieving themselves to be God’s chosen 
instruments of redemption, the people 
of Palestine writhed under pagan dom¬ 
ination. 

In his book LIVING TRIUMPH¬ 
ANTLY on page 188 quoting from 
Isaiah 61 he says, “The passage , in the 
Old Testament reads ‘to proclaim the 
acceptable year of the Lord and the 
day of vengeance of our God’ Jesus 
stopped short of these final words. 
Jesus refused to utter the passage. 
He had not come to declare a God of 
vengeance.” 

Then the way to believe in God is 
set forth by a couple of quotations. In 
Living Prayerfully on page 129 he 
quotes from Harry Emerson Fosdick in 
the Church Monthly, “And to believe 
in him (God) is no neat and finished 
creed. It is betting one’s life on the 
constructive forces of goodness in this 
universe against all the evil that some- 


With reference to “theories of the 
way salvation comes to us through be¬ 
lief in the blood of Christ, we are not 
interested in theories, we are however 
interested in the Word of God. That 
a ransome was paid is certain from the 
Scripture Jesus himself said so, Matt. 
20:28; Mark 10:45, “Even as the Son 
of man came not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister, and to give his life a 
ransome for many,” and 1 Tim. 2:6 
says, “He gave himself a ransom for 
all.” Whatever you make of placating 
an angry God, the Scriptures declare 
that Christ was a propitiation for sin 
and some one must be propitiated else 
there is no need of a propitiation. 

If salvation is not a release from fu¬ 
ture punishment or the enjoyment of 
eternal bliss, then we better cut John 
3:16 out of our Bibles, for it says, and 
Jesus is speaking, “For God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only begot¬ 
ten Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish (that is release 
from future punishment) but have 
everlasting life (and that is eternal 
bliss). Nowhere in the Bible but only 
in the imagination of those who reject 
the Scriptures will you find any indi¬ 
cation that a man is saved simply be¬ 
cause he, “shuns unfilial and antisocial 
attitudes and practices, and exhibits 
the virtues of the home.” 

Now \ve are not at all under-estimat¬ 
ing the value of such virtues, and we 
do believe that when folks are really 
saved they will, manifest such virtues, 
but our contention that nowhere does 
the Word of God hold out any such 
procedure for obtaining salvation. 

KIRBY PAGE AND THE CREEDS 

In Jesus or Christianity pages 268- 
273 after recounting some of the Creeds 
of the Church, which all include the 
most prominent doctrines of the Scrip¬ 
tures, those which are commonly re¬ 
ferred to as “Fundamentals,” he says, 
“The significant point to keep in mind 
is not merely that millions of Christ¬ 
ians hold these beliefs, but that many 
ecclesiastical authorities insist that one 
is not a true Christian and cannot be 
saved if he rejects these beliefs.” 

Now, of course, if what one believes 
makes no difference, and one is get¬ 
ting saved by having certain proper at- 
tiudes and exhibiting certain virtues, 


then insistence upon the acceptance of 
doctrine is out of order. 

But, if as the Bible teaches, salva¬ 
tion is in a Person; Christ, and if that 
person as to who He is, and what He 
has done is set forth in the Scriptures, 
and if one then, rej ects what the 
Scriptures declare to be true concern¬ 
ing Him, how can one claim to have 
salvation? This is not a question of 
interpretation of Scripture, it is a 
question of accepting the testimony of 
the Scripture. We stand on the Bible. 

KIRBY PAGE AND ECONOMICS 

There remains one more point we 
want to cover, and that is the most 
prominent in all of Kirby Page’s books 
we have seen. That is his anti-Capi- 
talistic and Pro-Socialistic attitude. 
Practically all of the material on any 
religious line is but a build up for the 
introducing of a different system of 
economics. In Living Abundantly page 
34 he says, “Americans are convinced 
that the trouble is not with Capitalism 
as a system, but with the abuses of the 
system. Such a view cannot be main¬ 
tained in the light of the ideal of the 
Family of God on earth. Like its pre¬ 
decessor chattel slavery, capitalism 
cannot be Christianized and must be 
ended. In its place a basically different 
economic structure must be erected. 
That religious people should quickly 
apprehend this truth is of utmost im¬ 
portance.” 

After recounting and attempting to 
define the different economic systems 
he says on pages 53, 54, “At this point, 

I desire to register a deep conviction 
that the available alternative (to cap¬ 
italism) Socialism most nearly ap¬ 
proaches the Christian ideal of the 
Kingdom of God on earth.” 

In his book, Religious Resources for 
Personal Living and Social Action page 
75, “Among the instruments of econ¬ 
omic change which must be utilized 
and strengthened. A Political party 
which is committed to the task of 
creating a socialized society.” And in 
a foot note: “Most of us who are mem 
bers of the Socialist Party under the 
leadership of Norman Thomas favor 
the formation of a new Political Party 
with mass support of workers, farmers 
and middle class for the pacific social¬ 
ization of the chief means of production 
and distribution. 







times seem to win the victory." Again 
in Living Triumphantly page 188 from 
Ernest Fremont Tittle, “Jesus bet his 
life on the love of God, not an easy 
thing to do, not an easy thing even for 
him to do." 

THE GOD OF THE BIBLE 

In First Samuel 15:3 God said to 
Saul through the prophet Samuel, 
“Now go smite Amalek, and utterly 
destroy all that they have, and spare 
them not." and because Saul did not 
obey God in this regard he was re¬ 
moved from being King of Israel. 

One must never read the Old Testa¬ 
ment or else he must disbelieve it if 
he does not know that God does declare 
again and again that Israel is His 
chosen people. The prophets declare 
the coming of the Redeemer through 
them even designated from what tribe, 
and what family lineage He would 
come. 

Is Kirby Page right when he says that 
Jesus did not come to declare a God of 
vengeance ? Who was it that said, 
Matt. 13:24, “And shall cast them into 
a furnace of fire: there shall be wail¬ 
ing and gnashing of teeth." 

Or in Matt. 25:46, “And these shall 
go away into everlasting punishment: 
but the righteous into life eternal.” 

Kirby Page is in error when he sug¬ 
gests that the way to believe in God is 
to “bet"-ones life upon Him. We would 
have Mr. Page to know that there is no 
lottery in faith. God is dependable. 
What He promises He will do and be¬ 
lieving God is simply believing what 
he says. 

THE CHRIST OF KIRBY PAGE 

In his book Living Triumphantly 
pages 168-69 he quotes from B. H. 
Streeter in Reality, “Popular theology 
assumes that Christ possessed a super¬ 
natural knowledge of the details of the 
future and that a resurrection and 
ascention were, by him all clearly and 
explicitly forseen. Such an assupmt- 
ion belittles the moral grandure of 
his act." and again, “He braved death 
of utter failure, torture and disgrace 
in the hope (not with explicit know¬ 
ledge) at the price to realize on earth 
an unsurpassable ideal.” 

The above quotation only shows 
how utterly Kirby Page rej ects the 
plain statements of Scripture. Did not 


our Lord again and again declare his 
resurrection and ascension, what did 
he say to Martha in John 11:25? “I am 
the resurrection and the life." Was 
there any guess work about that? Was 
it merely a hope? The assumption that 
to the Lord his death was “utter fail¬ 
ure" with the possible exception that 
he had a “hope" that somehow it would 
turn out for good in the end, is to re¬ 
ject the Scriptures and brand the words 
of Christ as idle prattle. Or read Matt. 
16:21; 20:18, 19; 16:2 for further def¬ 
inite statements from the Lord con¬ 
cerning both his death and resurrec¬ 
tion. He says in Jesus or Christianity 
page 31 . * Jesus went to his doom be¬ 
cause of the irreconcilable conflict be¬ 
tween his way of life and that of his 
contemporaries.” And again on page 
40, “As to just what Jesus expected 
to accomplish by that last visit to Jer¬ 
usalem we can only conjecture." 

Well maybe that is all Kirby Page 
can do but those of us who accept the 
words of Scripture know what he ex¬ 
pected to accomplish, for all we need 
to do is to read Mark 10:33, 34, “Say¬ 
ing, Behold, we go up to Jerusalem; 
and the Son of man shall be delivered 
unto the chief priests, and unto the 
scribes; and they shall condemn him 
to death, and shall deliver him to the 
Gentiles: And they shall mock him, 
and shall scourge him, and shall spit 
upon him, and shall kill him: and the 
third day he shall rise again." Speak¬ 
ing further of the nature of Christ he 
says in Living Triumphantly page 91, 
“That he (Jesus) rejected the revolu¬ 
tion of the Zealots, the asceticism of 
the Essenes, the compromise of the 
Sadducees, the legalism of the Phari¬ 
sees and the miraculous inventions of. 
the Apocalyptists." 

Maybe he did reject all of that group 
but the last named. To this one He 
Himself belonged and it was no “in¬ 
vention" but the clear spoken word of 
the Son of God. Read it in Matt. 24:27- 
31; Mark 13:24-27; Luke 21:25-28. Of 
course the Apocalyptic idea does not 
fit in with the conjured up “Kingdom 
of God on earth" idea of the Modernist. 
They get no such idea out of the Bible, 
therefore the Bible is a “miraculous 
invention." 

Again on page 121, “The removal of 
the veils of old Doctrines and Theories 
of his (Christ’s) nature, has only 


brought into sharper focus the lofti¬ 
ness of his spirit"—Edward Scribner 
Ames. 

Of course the “old doctrines and 
theories of Christ’s nature" referred 
to are Bible Doctrines and in no sense 
theories at all and refer to what the 
Bible teaches concerning His Deity, 
that He was and is Very God. But not 
so with the Modernist, for on page 
129 we read “The deity of Jesus lay in 
the fact that this organized unity of 
all men came to focus in him," that he 
was just a super-man but not God. 

THE DEATH OF CHRIST AND SALVA¬ 
TION ACCORDING TO KIRBY PAGE 

In Jesus or Christianity page 49 we 
read, “The Cross of Calvary represents 
the highest pinnacle of human achieve¬ 
ment. But it is not alone, nor is it 
enough. Many crosses are necessary 
to the redemption of mankind." On 
pages 41-42 we find this: “What then 
is the meaning of the Cross? Christ¬ 
endom has obscured the meaning of 
this supreme act of history by a hund¬ 
red fine-spun theories, some of them 
horrible and revolting.” 

Pages 44-45, “Just how does the 
death of Jesus bring salvation? Nu¬ 
merous theories have been advanced 
as to how belief in the blood of the 
Lamb saves from eternal damnation, 
many of which are repugnant to ethi¬ 
cal minds today. Some have said that 
a ransom must be paid to Satan; some 
that the payment of a great price was 
necessary to placate an angry God; 
some that divine justice could not for¬ 
give unless a perfect sacrifice was 
offered for the sins of mankind; while 
multitudes of humble folks have made 
no effort to explain the mystery, simp¬ 
ly imputing magical power to the shed 
blood of Calvary." 

“Salvation is not release from future 
punishment or the enjoyment of eter¬ 
nal bliss. Salvation is reconciliation 
and appreciation; reconciliation with 
God and man; appreciation of the good, 
the true, and the beautiful. A man 
is saved when he shuns unfilial and 
antisocial attitudes and practices, when 
he exhibits the virtues of the home. 
Salvation is not an act; it is a process." 

On page 46 we read, “It is blasphemy 
to say that the death of Christ was 
necessary to appease the wrath of an 
angry deity, for God was at least as 
loving and forgiving as Jesus. The 


cross does not make any difference in 
God's attitude toward us, but by bring¬ 
ing us to ourselves and prompting us 
to return to our Father’s house it opens 
up new channels through which He 
can give light and power and joy." 

Thus saith Kirby Page, now what 
saith the Scriptures? Far from indicat¬ 
ing that the Cross was “the highest 
pinnacle of human achievement" the 
Scriptures declare I Cor. 1:18, “For 
the preaching of the Cross is to them 
that perish foolishness; but unto us 
which are saved it is the power of 
God." This one verse gives the lie to 
two statements made by Kirby Page, 
first, if the Cross was the highest hu¬ 
man achievement, then it would of 
course be accepted by the intellectuals 
among the human family, but to the 
contrary we find that to such it is 
foolishness. I am now speaking of the 
Cross as it is set forth in Scripture, 
not the cross of the Modernist. Second, 
this verse declares that there are folks 
now living as there were in Paul’s day 
and of whom he was one, who are 
NOW saved, though Kirby Page says 
salvation is not an act. Mr. Page makes 
the mistake so often made of saying, 
“it is not this but that” when the full 
truth is, “it is both this and that." We 
will concede that Salvation has a pres¬ 
ent tense, we go further and declare 
that it has yet a future tense which 
will never be realized until Christ re¬ 
turns, but both the present and the 
future tense depend upon the past, 
which if it has not occured or does 
not occur in the life of an individual, 
then Salvation is an impossibility. 
Jesus was right when he said to Nico- 
demus, “Ye must be born again" John 
3:7, and in John 1:11-13 where we are 
told that the new birth is “of God." 
Furthermore Mr. Page is wrong when 
he says, that the cross, “is not alone, 
nor is it enough.” Peter tells us in the 
First Epistle chapter 3, verse 18, that 
“Christ also hath ONCE suffered for 
sins, the just for the unjust that he 
might bring us to God." 

Here is a “once for all" sacrifice that 
is enough to bring us to God so pray 
what more do we need. Moreover this 
verse tells us that it was the just for 
(or on behalf) of the unjust. So here 
you have substitution for the sinner. 
If you want more on the same line 2 
Cor. 5:21.

Thus when the Biblical method of 
making new men through Regenera¬ 
tion is abandoned; the next thing is 
some new method to try and promote 
the “kingdom of God on earth.” Frank¬ 
ly the thing that is the matter is not 
the system, but the men who operate 
it, and whatever your system you will 
have the same kind of men to run it, 
unless the Old Gospel is preached in 
the power of the Spirit and men are 
really Born Again.” 

And do not be misled by this terrible 
word “Capitalism” which to all brands 
of Collectivists means, private owner¬ 
ship. While there are no doubt various 
degrees in the taking away of private 
liberty, who is to say that when once 
begun it will not proceed until every 
man is a chattel of the State. Then 
too, what a weak effort to sustain such 
a system from the Scriptures. Jesus is 
pointed to as ministering to human 
need, in the feeding of the hungry, the 
healing of the sick, and in various other 
ways, and upon this is builded the no¬ 
tion that He was therefore allied with 
some kind of Socialistic movement, and 
that in order to be Christians we must 
forsake the “private ownership” and 
“competitive system” and build our 
economic system after the Socialistic 
pattern. This idea is carried to the ’nth 
degree in his book “Living Triumph¬ 
antly” page 148 where a poem of sever¬ 
al verses is given by Sarah N. Cleghorn 
in “The Masses/’ the last verse of 
which is as follows: 

Ah-let no Local him refuse! 

Comrade Jesus hath paid his dues. 

Whatever other be debarred, 

Comrade Jesus hath his Red Card. 

This makes of the Lord Jesus Christ 
not only a “pink” but a “Red” in the 
very words of the verse quoted. Kirby 
Page may call it blasphemy to say that 
the death of Christ was necessary to 
appease the wrath of an angry deity, 
but he has no hesitency in classing our 
Lord and Savior with the Reds. 

OUR CONCLUSION 

What shall we do with such systems 
of teaching, wherever we find them, 
and by whoever propogated ? The 
Bible gives us the answer, and you will 
find it in Second John verses 10, 11: 
“If there come any unto you, and bring 


not this doctrine, receive him not into 
your houses, neither bid him God 
speed: For he that biddeth him God 
speed is partaker of his evid deeds.” 
Here it is as plain as words can make 
it. Yet in the face of the clear word of 
Scripture we have churches who will 
invite men proclaiming such a doctrine, 
which is clearly anti-Biblical into their 
pulpits, and the Church of the Breth¬ 
ren will even place such men on An¬ 
nual Conference programs. The Scrip¬ 
tures forewarn us of such men and 
systems of teaching, for in 2 Peter 
2:1, 2, we read, “But there were false 
prophets also among the people, even 
as there shall be false teachers among 
you, who privily shall bring in damn¬ 
able heresies, even denying the Lord 
that bought them and bring upon 
themselves swift destruction. And 
many shall follow their pernicious 
ways; by reason of whom the way of 
truth shall be evil spoken of.” 

.Brethren, do we see where we are in 
the program of God? Will we be mis¬ 
led by the smoothness of the false 
system, and be led to become accom¬ 
plices in the promotion of teaching 
which degrades our Lord and eulogizes 
puny man? Or will we take our stand 
for the Lord and for the truth of His 
Word. “All Scripture is given by in¬ 
spiration of God,” and no man has any 
right to cast into the discard any por¬ 
tion of it. We close this protest with 
this word. We have no ill feeling to¬ 
ward any man, and if Kirby Page will 
come forward with a clear word con¬ 
cerning the Lord Jesus Christ as God 
manifest in the flesh, as the Scritures 
declare Him to be, that He died in our 
place on Calvary’s Cross as the Bible 
says He did, that He arose from the 
grave the third day in a body of flesh 
and bones, as Jesus Himself declares 
that He did, we are ready to bid Kirby 
Page God speed as he proclaims that 
message. Until he does that we can but 
protest his speaking in any church 
where the claim for accepting these 
truths is declared.

The author sets forth a definitely constructive 
programme. He shows by numerous illus¬ 
trations that individualism has been long 
past usefulness, and points out the sig¬ 
nificance of Socialism for religious people 
and the contribution that religion is able to 
make to Socialism. The whole book is a 
clear exposition of a point of view that is be¬ 
coming increasingly important to thousands 
of people. 
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In this little "book, Mr. Page presents in an original, 
illuminating, and authoritative manner, and in much smaller compass 
than they may be found elsewhere,the facts and reasons which make 
it convincingly clear: that steam and electricity and commerce 
have so bound the nations together in this modern world that for 
our government, as for every other,the isolation of unrestrained 
nationalism is impossible; that the only rational prospect of 
preventing the coming of desolating wars is through/some form 
of self imposed, permanent, international organization; and that 
the World Court, the Outlawry of War, and ultimately the League 
of Nations, perhaps Wmewhat modified in scope and character, are 
the most promising agencies for such organization which have as 
yet been devised. 

It is abundantly shown herein that the United States 
is bound fcy every consideration of national interest and of national 
honor to participate in the World Court and to aid in its develop¬ 
ment and support. This should no longer be considered an open 
question, for it is denied only by a handful of perverse Senators 
who are thinking more of saving their faces than of serving their 
country. 


The most novel^ and it may prove to be the most .important^, 
part of Mr. Page*s book is the chapter dealing with the' Outlawry 



of War through the World Court. He here gives to the e eafttgy the 
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first authoritative statement of the program for the Outlawing 
of the War System by making resort to war as a process for settling 
international disputes an international crime, and by convincing 
illustration and argument he sustains the wisdom and practicabil¬ 
ity of such a plan. This program is very simple - many final 
solutions of great problems are simple - and there are many advo¬ 
cates of peace who believe that in it may be found a new method 
of approach to international cooperation which will appeal to the 
millions of American citizens whose minds are closed against all 
approach to the League of Nations, which the campaign of 1920 led 
them to fear as "an evil tjjing with a holy name", which would 
be much more likely to involve us in international wars, than 
to preserve us from them. 

The process of* world organization thus proposed is this: 
(1) Immediate entry into the World Court with the Harding-Cool- 
idge reservations, but with a declaration of purpose on the part 
of our government to invite all the nations to join us in making 
resort to war a crime under international law; (2) an international 
conference shall be called to frame a Code of international law, 
with the Outlawry of War as its fundamental principle, which 
shall be much more comprehensive - shall deal with many more in¬ 
ternational relations — than is the existing body of international 
law; and (3) when such a Code is adopted by the nations the World 
Court shall be given obligatory jurisdiction over all disputes 
falling within the scope of its provisions. The United States 
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shall also declare that it mill mithdraw from the Court if such 
a code as is proposed shall not be adopted within five years. 

There are those of us mho agree with Mr. Page in 
thinking that a World Court even with such jurisdiction,under such 
a code, as is thus proposed,mould not be adequate to^satisfactorily 
aicaftfiir of all political, as distinguished from justiciable, 
disputes t and that a League of Nations in some form with processes 
of discussion, conciliation and arbitration mould still be 
necessary to preserve the peace of the world. However, it is 

very clear that even a faoao u n abl e realization of this program 
mould carry the nations much farther toward world peace than they 
are at presenter than they will be carried simply by our adhering 
to the World Court as it now is, and because it is so full of 
promising advance toward larger international cooperation in som© 
form, many of the friends of peace are uniting to give the proposal 
their wholehearted support,to the end that its merits may have a 
full discussion and a fair trial. 

This Outlawry of War conception is of distinctly Amer¬ 
ican origin and “We must Outlaw War* is an inspiring slogan which 
appeals to the minds and hearts of us all as no other form of 
peace proposal can, by associating war with the murder that it is 
and by condemning it as a crime against both religion and civiliza¬ 
tion*

Substantially all of the men and women of our country, 
and of every other, are deeply opposed to the war system, and 
,the only reason why they have not united long since to banish 
i t from the world is that the advocates of peace have not been 
able to agree among themselves as to the form of an agency to 
supplant it. This simple Outlawry program, which may appropri¬ 
ately be called “The New Harmony Peace Program for America 1 ', is 
the result of concession as to the method for achieving the 
great end, made in a spirit, which, if it were to become general, 
would result, I am sure, in an invincible union of the friends 
of peace. It must be added that there is something of this 
disposition to sink unessentials in my approval of this little 
book, for Mr. Page is much more of a pacifist than I am, especially 
in his hostility to resort to force as an ultimate sanction for 
decisions of the Court or League, but we are both determined to 
go forward together as far as is possible, in our efforts, humble 
though they be, to substitute reason and law, discussion and 
arbitration, which are civilization's ways of settling international 
disputes, for irrational, brutal war which is the savage way.

One of the most Important services which Mr. page renders is in 
dissipating the Idea that Germany was exclusively responsible fbr the world war* He 
makes us think no more highly of Oermary - her policies stand dearly condemned - but 
he makes us think much less higily of her foes. The facts about the policies of the 
various European powers, as revealed both by the secret treaties and ft a JPacts prior 
to the war, are here popularised. Ha shows that only^the light of the colonial mid 
ee anomic rivalry of all tha great Bumpean nations, backed by armaments and counter 
armamaats, oan one understand ifty tha war was fougjht. 9* shows that ftlle thqp wera 
"outwardly combatting imperialism as symbolised by Germany, thqjr were than selves seeking 
vast extensions of their om imperial and economic power." And not until this knowledge 
becomes common property can we hope to got far on the path to permaasmt peace. As long 
as people still believe that modern ware are caused simply by the madness or malevolence 
of a single dl^abolloal nation, in contrast with the moral Innocence of the others, 
so long will we fall to deal in any effective way with the economic causes that underlie 








the strife between modem lndnstrlal nations. 

The second notable service of Hr. Page's book. - o?d the most 
original part of It - le his sharp focussing of the issue that now confronts the churches 
He colls upon them to declare officially that thqr will never support another war. "The 
absolute repudiation of war by individuals, groups and corporate bodle^ '"he insiste"7~ 
is the sost effective way of compelling governments to abandon the war system and to 
discover more adequate means of securing safety and $ustloe." 

The present reviewer is not one whe has been able to arrive at an 
unqualifiedly absolutist position with regard to possible participation^war. He has 
felt. as Harry Emerson Eosdiok says in hla notable introduction to Hr. Page's book, "that 
there le a very great difference between calling war wicked, fntile, unchristian and 
unnecessary, and saying that on the stroke of the clock any nation can forthwith close 
its war of floe, scrap its army and navy, and at once adopt an absolutely pacifist policy." 
At the sane time, however. I find myself arriving, by a pragaatlo route,at a destination 
very dose to that which Mr. page reaches by a more absolutist Journey. I oan easily 
Imagine conditions under which I might consider It my duty to take aims, aa a last resort 
as a police meaaire in repelling wanton agression by a mad horde of savages. But while 
1 can conceive such a situation I see quite dearly that snd\ the Illustration Is almost 
wholly aoadanic and Hi at modern wars do not arise out of such conditions at all. They 
arise chiefly- as the Tor Id Tar arose - out of a sordidly selfish struggle of competing 
nations fbr raw materials and . markets. The "next war", I am sure, will not spring 


from a madman's demonic attack but from a struggle over oil or coal and- iron. IJhen one's 
eyes are open to this harsh reality he finds himself joining the ranks of Dr. Vosdlok^ 
and the othersj Who, though not making a sweeping pledge, are quite prepared to ssy that 
they find it difficult indeed to conoelve any actually probably situation in whloh they 
would "feel justified in sanctioning or partloi^ating In another war." 

And as for the Church as a corporate body, certainly It must never 
"bless" another war. In the light of ttoat we nm know, that much should -aw*

‘Jhe body vhose raison d'etre is to bear witness to tiie unity of mankind can¬ 


not give its benediction to that whloh is the final denial of the unity of mankind* 

Whether the Church should denounc e participation in every ooneetsahle war stay be questioned;

must at least see to it that never again does it declare the wholesale violation of the 
F4~£th Com and men t to bo a virtue, or throw a halo of glory about an institution *hloh 
means the contradiction of the very Heart of its Gospel.

Will Irwin's "Christ or 1A(arsf" (9* dppleton and Co. 1923) She famous war oorrespondent 
turns preacher and proves a powerful one. fixe cost of war, the physical loss, theimoral 
and spiritual disaster, - its ethical confusions, its poisonous hates, ltscorrruptlon of 
human deeenele aftor e painted as only Irwin's pen can paint them. On tile constructive side 
he is not eo strong. he urges that we must begin at once to abolish war, and feels that 
Just how vs begin matters less than that we begin. At the end, th#$Journalist, an 
"unchurched layman" as he calls himself, decides that it la the Church which oust really 
do tiie Job. He is oasvinced that the church caq do it; he Is not so sure that it will.

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THE CURE FOR MARXISM

O F ALL the pests of modern life the blather of our half- 
baked Socialists is the most painful. It has all percolated 
down by one crevice or another from poor Karl Marx, 
dreamer of a beautiful phantasm.

But down to the present all our 
progress has been due to the best and the worst have merely trailed 
and been the unworthy recipients of benefits won by the toil and 
sweat and brain of others. 


Y ET, the fallacy of Marxism dies hard. Here comes a writer 
with the bewitching name Kirby Page, saying to the Methodist 
state conference in Denver: “Capitalism was doomed with the 
stock market crash of 1929. The kingdom of God cannot operate 
on the basis of self-interest.” We still believe God is the best 
judge of that, and have no desire to take the job out of His hands. 
So many of us would like to usurp God's throne. God has been 
very patient thru the numerous panics of civilization and somehow 
or other the old world has struggled out of the financial ditches 
without the aid of Socialism. 

We would advise Mr. Kirby Page to keep close to the ground 

and study the graph of industrial panics of the last 100 years as 
published in the Literary Digest of June 4, It gives the zigzag on 
twenty-eight big or little panics and about twice that number of 
prosperous periods.

by Kirby Page, author, lecturer and evangelist* 

Hits Property System 


Blaming the present private prop¬ 
erty system as the basic canae of the 
Nation’s economic ills, Mr, Page as¬ 
serted that until titantic corporations, 
the banking and credit structure, 
national sources of energy, transpor¬ 
tation and mass production are made 
the national instruments of the 
masses, America cannot lift itself from 
the bog of Industrial and economic 
chaos. 

“Neither,” he averred, “can Amer¬ 
ica get out of its bog by borrowing.” 
He predicted that in the lifetime of 
the "oldsters” now living, the national 
debt would be $50,000,000,000. 

That the New Deal has the basic 
weakness of the individualistic or 
Hoover-Coolidge system and does not 
stand a chance of saving the Nation 
through any of the experimentations 
now under way, was another convic¬ 
tion of the speaker. 

“If the Nation drifts to Fascism,” 
Mr. Page said, “it quite likely will be 
through the deliberate actions of that 
group of private property holders who 
in sheer desperation will swing to It 
hoping thereby to preserve their 
property.” 

“The efficient utilization of the na¬ 
tional equipment is one of the prime 
needs facing the Nation,” Mr. Page 
said 

“We are damned to chaos if we 
preserve or attempt to preserve the 
present competitive system with its 
colossal wastage,” he insisted. “With 
self interest as the driving motiva¬ 
tion and competition as the method 
we are doomed and damned with in¬ 
dividualism.” 

Fascism was not the only “way 
out” held out for America by the 
speaker. Socialism, Communism, New 
Dealism and Individualism were fac¬ 


tors viewed at length by the speak¬ 
er. The latter, individualism, he said 
was gone forever. The New Deal will 
destroy itself, in his opinion, and 
Socialism and Communism will play 
important roles in the final shaping 
of the new government which he 
predicted will make Its appearance in 
six years. The Republican Farty, he 
noted, will have passed out of exis¬ 
tence “completely and utterly” be¬ 
fore that time. 

The individualism era broke down 
when the nation's pioneering front 
disappeared, Mr. Page said. Until a 
prone r balance is restored between 
national saving and national spend¬ 
ing and a distribution of national 
purchasing power is achieved nothing 
save a miracle can pull the country 
from its financial and economic de¬ 
terioration, he asserted. 

“Think of 'the spectacle of 12 bil¬ 
lion idle dollars loafing around bank 
vaults,” he admonished, “and then 
think of between 10 and 15 million 
idle men loafing around soup kitch¬ 
ens and you get an idea of what’s 
wrong with the Country.”

T HE world of the first Christmas was a world of 
armed peace. It was subdued within an iron circle 
of force. One man, the Emperor Tiberius, ruled with 
despotic power the known habitable world. 

The world was crowded with gods; the cities glit¬ 
tered with gorgeous temples; a thousand altars smoked 
with endless sacrifices; throngs of priests entoned serv¬ 
ices and dictated observance and offerings.

Morality was sunk in 
a wallow of beastliness and spiritual religion was ob¬ 
scured by formalism and hypocrisy. 

The tendency of all power is to extend its sway to¬ 
ward universal dominion. The ambition of Caesars— 
the dream of world-encompassing empire—has mas¬ 
tered the imagination of rulers from Christ’s day to 
ours. 

Autocrats cannot feel secure so long as there are 
free men anywhere. Free men cannot feel safe so long 
as tyranny anywhere holds sway. 

The Imperialism of the Spirit 
UT there is another imperialism which seeks uni¬ 
versal dominion. It is the imperialism of the 
spirit. Truth cannot rest content until it is absolute. 
Love would rule with unrivaled power. Freedom, 
knowledge, justice, brotherhood—these are universals 
seeking dominion over all of life. 

The claim of earthly rulers to absolute power is al¬ 
ways challenged by the absolutism of the spiritual. 

Imperial edicts have never been able for long to 
silence the thunders of Sinai. The “still small voice” 
is the most deathless thing in the universe. 

The Seekers 

EYOND the edge of the crowd of the sycophants, 
the conformists, and the hopeless, there are the 
seekers, the protestants, the pilgrims of the spirit. 
Theirs is the quest for the universal, for the ultimate, 
for God.

OK the church it is not a question of correct creed, 
or of valid ministry, or of grace bestowed in sacra¬ 
ments, or even of the authorized conditions of church 
membership, or any one of a hundred other questions 
which divide and weaken the church. 

Rather it is the all-embracing question of the au¬ 
thority of Jesus to say what he said, to claim what he 
claimed, to require what he requires—in essence to 
ask and expect the complete surrender and obedience 
of men to himself. 

Not since the days of the martyrs in the Roman Em¬ 
pire has the issue been so clearly drawn as in our day 
—the issue of whose is the right to universal empire. 
The issue is not national, or racial, or sectional. It is 
world-embracing. 

No Compromise 

HE early Christians conquered the Roman Empire 
because they would not compromise the claim of 
Jesus to universal sovereignty. There can be no com¬ 
promise now in the struggle between the child and the 
beast, between Bethlehem and New Rome! 

It is Eros or Mars; it is love or force; it is man the 
vassal or man the son; it is universal brotherhood or a 
ruling class over subject nations. This is a life-and- 
death struggle between revived paganism and Christ 
for the possession of the future. 

The imperialism of Jesus challenges the imperialism 
of ambitious men. There can be no relenting until the 
deathless empire of love and justice and good-will is 
established in all the earth. 


The sovereignty of the Christ-King degrades none 
but exalts all. His will asks obedience but not servility. 
His dominion makes no slaves, for his service is perfect 
freedom. 

When he is crowned Lord of all, then “of the in¬ 
crease of his government and of peace there shall be 
no end.” 

May our Christmas prayer be for that victory. 

The Spirit of Christmas 

O N EACH Christmas 'the President of the United 
States reads to the circle of the White House 
family and guests, Dickens’ Christmas Carol . That 
is a custom which might well be imitated in every 
American home. In the dialogue of stingy old Scrooge 
with his generous-spirited nephew is the essential spirit 
of Christmas. 

“There are many things from which I might have 
derived good, by which I have not profited, I dare 
say,” returned the nephew, “Christmas among the 
rest. But I am sure I have always thought of Christ¬ 
mas time when it has come around—apart from the 
veneration due to its sacred name and origin, if any¬ 
thing belonging to it can be apart from that—as a good 
time; a kind, forgiving, charitable, pleasant time; the 
only time I know of in the long calendar year, when 
men and women seem by one consent to open their 
shut-up hearts freely and to think of people below 
them as if they really were fellow-passengers to the 
grave, and not another race of creatures bound on other 
journeys. And therefore, Uncle, though it never put a 
scrap of gold or silver in my pocket, I believe it has 
done me good, and will do me good; and I say, God 
bless it.” 

That is a word drawn straight from the heart of 
the angels’ song over Bethlehem. It is inseparable 
from Christmas. 

What the “Spirit of Ghristrruis ” Does 

HE spirit of Christmas has done more to soften 
the hearts of men by love’s mercy; to open the 
hands of men in unselfish generosity; to awaken the 
emotions of compassion; to promote the sense of human 
brotherhood; to bestow the blessings of kindness, and 
to teach the satisfactions of unreckoning benevolence 
than all the blaring of trumpets and waving of fiags 
and thundering of noise which attend the less-soulful 
holidays. Christmas belongs to love and compassion 
and good-will. It will yet make the children of men 
to be the family of God. 

The most regrettable loss in the influence of the 
church in modem society is the delegation of charity 
to state-supported institutions, Community Chests, and 
public relief.. To be sure church people are the most 
generous supporters of these public agencies, but the 
connection between benevolence and the church has 
become too remote to be effective as an expression of

Thinks Countries Should Be 


Handled Like U. S. States 
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Dr. Kirby Page, writer and lec¬ 
turer for peace stated last night at 
First Methodist Church the case 
for a united world government in 
terms of the success of the Ameri 
can Constitution. 

"The nations of the world are not 
now under law and order and gov¬ 
ernment," Dr. Page said. "When 
you have 65 nations, each doing as 
it, pleases, you have anarchy—inter¬ 
national anarchy.” 

The founding fathers of the 
United States,- Dr. Page said, 
achieved the unity necessary for 
peace by doing three things: (1) 
Limiting state sovereignty by di¬ 
viding authority; (2) Disarming 
against each other and refusing to 
give the Federal Government the 
power of armed action against the 
states, and (3) Widening and 
broadening the scope of patriotism. 

This is what must be done now 
Dr. Page said, "for the nations of 
the world stand in substantially 
the same place as the states did 
then. The nations have got to limit 
the right of each nation to do as it 
pleases.” 

But the people of the world must 
act as well a's talk about these 
things, Dr. Page said. 

“Less than one half of one per 
cent of us believe in war or desire 
to go to war or to send men into 
battle,” the speaker said, declaring 
that the Germans, Italians, Japan¬ 
ese and all other peoples are 
against war. “Yet nothing in our 
contemporary life,” he said, "com¬ 
mands so much devotion, so much 
self-sacrifice.” 

Dr. Page wil speak today at the 
church at 9 a.m., 10:45, 2 p.m. and 
3:45. His talks are sponsored by 
the Cross Cut Club, interdenomina 
tional group of ministers.

If It has been found impossible 
to leave the wholesaler a margin 
of profit sufficient for his survival, 
he in turn will have to seek an 
adjustment from his manufacturer. 
Again the object will be to leave 
both interests a margin sufficient 
for their operations. If this is im- 
possible t the wholesaler's case will 
be taken care of, and the manu¬ 
facturer, finally, will be subsidized 
on his raw material costs by the 
government. 

The raw material subsidies may 
take any one of several forms—a 
reduction in import duties, a re¬ 
mission of certain taxes, or an out¬ 
right cash grant. 

Frills To Be Removed 
To make the price control policy 
work, the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board is vested with com¬ 
plete authority to compel the elimi¬ 
nation of "frills” from business. It 
may order a retailer to reduce hia 
delivery services or to co-operate 
with other retailers. It may com¬ 
pel manufacturers to cut produc¬ 
tion costs by eliminating multiple 
models and by greater standardiza¬ 
tion. It may regulate such business 
costs ag entertainment or Iraveifrig 
allowances. It may even, theoreti¬ 
cally, place a ban on advertising. 
The board has intimated, how- 
even that it regards advertising as 
economically sound practice, and 
that there is no present intention 
of interfering with it.

Who ever heard of an annual meeting that was interesting to the hitter end? 
Well, we did. 1 We were there. 1 Here is a summary. We hope you can catch our en¬ 
thusiasm in the following paragraphs - 

F inance - We still need capital, but we are definitely solvent. We know just how 
much we need for our capital goal to make the farm a real profit making venture. 

And all told, we need only $6,000. We say " only " advisedly, because we have 
raised $13,575.98 (not counting pledges) and all money in but $6,000. For a cen¬ 
ter for peace loving people we think we have very little to request. 

The farm is in operation - (Warren and Wally brought in to the meeting a 
check for $134.08 for one week’s income from eggs and hogs) - we have a plant. - 
Now what are we going to do with it? 

Furpose - The Madison Fellowship of Reconciliation is sponsoring the Fellowship 
Farm Cooperative to provide a place for a training school in the application of 
the non-violent way of life; to provide a center where a non-violent way of life 
expands into community activities as opportunity offers; to provide a center to 
which groups with a similar purpose chn come for conference, study, farm work 
and rest, to provide a physical and spiritual refuge for those in need of it be¬ 
cause of their belief in non-violence; and to provide a childrens 1 summer camp 
for recreation and training in the way of fellowship and non-violent living. 

Present Activities - Besides getting a farm in order that had lain idle for many 
years, our farm managers have made concrete inroads into community thinking - 
i.o. the local minister, not an entire believer in non-violence, has been willing 
and anxious to sponsor the second year peace team from the Friends Service Com¬ 
mittee and has brought his. own young people to the farm for inspection and 
exposure. 

Almost no week-end has gone by, even throughout the winter, without a group 
on the grounds for work, fellowship and discussion. Wc are contributing and wo 
arc just starting! 

And now we arc going to have a camp for the children of peace loving people; 
a good rousing, lively camp without a military enphasis and with evening camp fire 
discussions on children in a war world. If you have a child or know of one from 
10 to 13 years of age, write for particulars. The canp budget will be separate 
and self-supporting. It is_ an activity of the cooperative and parents arc urged 
to consider a two weeks 1 camp experience of this kind for their children. Enroll¬ 
ment is limited by physical facilities, so act at once. 

What Can You Do ? - We write all this to you for two purposes: 

1. to help you to bo enthusiastic about the farm and to realize that in 

this cooperative there is opportunity for every shareholder to work 
in one capacity or another. 

S. to urge you, now if over, when others are sacrificing to save money to 

make the implements of war, to sacrifice to build the foundations of peace 
Let’s got that $6,000 capital so that it does not stand in tho way of our 
usefulness. What is $6^,000 to the billions others arc giving for war? 
Start your own stamp plan. Send to the farm a certain portion of your 
earnings. How much more significant is the work of peace loving peoples. 1

At least one observer continues to 
wonder how it was possible, when 
the figures showed there were twice 
as many girls as boys at the confer¬ 
ence, for each young lady to give 
the impression of having a boy on 
either arm wherever you met her. 
This indicates a degree of compe¬ 
tence and management ability 
which reflects great credit on her 
generation of Methodist youth. 

Moving as smoothly as the Men¬ 
delssohn sound track on which some 
of them were cushioned, the big 
feature programs morning and eve¬ 
ning drawing the entire body into 
Purdue's magnificent Hall of Music 
were the Convocation highlights. 
Maximum use was made of the stag¬ 
ing possibilities in this, perhaps 
America's finest, university audito¬ 
rium. 

This worked fine for the purely 
dramatic programs and for the 
speakers ... a little less successfully 
when worship was the dominant 
theme, for the staging itself tended 
to overawe and reduce to the role 
of passive spectators the thousands 


of young people expected to join in 
spirit.

The major speakers brought in¬ 
cisive messages skillfully keyed to 
the needs and interests of young 
Christians looking with troubled 
eyes upon a world desperately 
needing the fresh outlook which 
probably they alone can provide.

Not everyone accepts the theology or the social Ideals and 
theories of Kirby Page but everyone will discern his spiritual power 
and passionate allegiance to Jesus Christ and his determination to carry 
out the will of God in every personal and social relationship* On the 
other hand there are many for whom his teachings form the correct 
Christian standard of truth and life. In the book, THE WILL OF GOD FOR 
THESE DAYS,in slightly over 150 pages he brings a discussion of the 
will of God to personal relations, economic life, political action, 
race relations, and international affairs. It is prepared as the basis 
of a series of sermons, mid-week services, study and duscussion for 
youth and other groups, and general libraries and reading. 

me book is vitally personal and devotional, calling for an 
inner life with God and an outward obedience to the will of God. Typi¬ 
cal of his expressions is, "It is the will of God that we live togetha* 
as good members of his family”—and then follows some practical appli¬ 
cation. As a basis of our living the will of God, he presents God as 
now trusting us with freedom, holding us responsible , binding us In 
interdependence, enabling us to grow, yearning over us, suffering for 

us, forgiving us, redeeming us, and revealing himself to us. One special 

common 

word emphasized is "mutuality" ln/concern and helpfulness. 

In economics he believes that there must be a balance of 
purchasing power to maintain the production of goods. This means a more 
even distribution of the income to larger groups so they may buy the 
products of Industry or the disturbed equilibrum bogs down and we have 
financial crisis. He declares that statism is not the cause of fascism 
but the extreme disparity between savings for Investment and purchasing 
power for consumption. The concentration of economic power in the hands 
of the few threatens the existence of democracy. 

Regarding our responsibility he says* "The reality of the 
law of the harvest is often fcbscured by failure to take into account 
the time factor. How senseless it would he for the individual to plant 
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acorns and then on the third day scoff at the Idea that 'oak trees 
from little acorns grow.' In the moral realm* also* reaping may he 
separated from the sowing by a long Interval of time. But we may be 
sure that in the end our sins will find us out. What Is far more im¬ 
portant* we may be equally sure that our good deeds will yield thirty¬ 
fold* sixtyfold and a hundredfold.*

gro's limited purchasing power drastivally reduces the selling ability 
of the entire nation and thereby prevents the efficient utilisation of 
nattonll energies.

The local 
sponsoring groups will doubtless be able in most cities to obtain free room and 
breakfast for visiting delegates in homes of interested families. Usually it will 
be better not to expect the local church to serve any meals for delegates. There¬ 
fore, in selecting the place of the Retreat, consideration should be given to the 
accessability of eating establishments. 

Registrar for the Retreat 

A Registrar—Treasurer should be selected well in advance. A record should be made 
of name, address, and occupation of each delegate. 

Book Table 


Some person should be selected in advance to handle sales of literature at the 
Retreat. Consignments of literature will be sent by Kirby Page. 

Conducting the Retreat 

A chairman for the Retreat should be selected. Kirby page will conduct the var¬ 
ious discussions and prayer periods. 

Song leaders and pianists for the various sessions should be selected in advance. 
The cooperation of a talented violinist would be helpful. 

A blackboard should be provided.

March 29th to July 22nd l During these 16 weeks my wife and I travelled 
If,000 miles in our car while I spoke in 75 different communities in 19 
states from Oregon to Pennsylvania and from Minnesota to North Carolina. 

This was the most strenuous and the most satisfying speaking tour that I 
have ever made. Three times daily on the average for six days per week 
I discussed the Christian attitude toward war and talked about ways of 
keeping the United States out of war in order that our energies and re¬ 
sources may be used constructively and redemptively instead of suicidally. 

We were thrilled by the vitality of the Christian pacifist movement. 

Most well-seasoned religious objectors to war as a method have withstood 
the storm of fear and hysteria, while many other individuals have been 
impelled by the gravity of the crisis to make articulate their resolute 
determination not to approve or participate in war. In numbers and in 
robust vitality the religious movement against war has never been so en¬ 
couraging, although it embraces only a small fraction of the total 
population. Included in its ranks are many of the most influential 
clergymen of the nation. Truly we are a part of a noble company of men 
and women scattered throughout thousands of communities across the 
continentl and m other landsl To know personally so many of these 
devoted and courageous souls is a joy indeed. 


Our task during these ominous days is to widen the company of men and 
women who practice the presence of God and who practice fellowship with 
man. The quality of life most urgently required during these tragic 
hours can be achieved only through alternation, alternation between in¬ 
tense activity in ministering to and prevention of human misery, and 

complete relaxation in periods of quiet solitude. Vie must discipline 
ourselves to pay attention to the presence of God with joyous awareness 
that He is more eager to enter than we are to receive Him and to respond 
to His guidance. 

Only as we deepen our spiritual lives can we maintain the high morale 
required. As the tides of hysteria and reaction whirl about us we must 
learn to live creatively and joyously even though the objectives which 
we are seeking cannot fully be achieved in our time, and even though 
some of these causes seem to be going down in irretrievable disaster. 
Recently I have been thinking often about the fact that even the life 
and message of Jesus did not succeed in solving the most threatening 
pro lems of His day.
